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GOLDEN  GATEWAY  COMMERCIAL  PARCELS 


The  Members  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  today  gave  a  national 
organization  with  roots  in  San  Francisco,  Atlanta,  Dallas,  and  New  York, 
the  exclusive  right  to  negotiate  over  the  next  ninety  days  for  the  purchase 
and  development  of  the  remaining  commercial  properties  in  the 
Golden  Gateway. 

The  property  involved  is  that  hounded  by  Clay,  Battery,  Sacramento,  Drumm, 
California  and  Market  Streets,  and  also  by  the  yet -to-be -built  Embarcadero  Plaza 
in  front  of  the  Ferry  Building.    This  property  consists  of  three  parcels  of 
one  block  each,  and  another  parcel  of  two  blocks,  a  total  of  373 3 287  square 
feet. 

The  group  to  which  the  right  of  negotiation  has  been  accorded  consists  of 
Trammell  Crow  of  Dallas  and  San  Francisco,  Cloyce  K,  Box  of  New  York,  and 
John  C.  Portman,  Jr.  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,    Mr.  Crow  has  been  an  investor- 
developer  in  the  Bay  Area  for  the  past  decade.    The  offer  on  their  behalf  was 
made  by  Coldwell,  Banker  and  Company  of  San  Francisco. 

It  was  one  of  four  received  after  an  extensive  program  of  marketing  of  these 
properties  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  over  a  period  of  several  years.  The 
four  offers  received  resulted  from  a  canvassing  of  some  35  developers  who  had 
expressed  any, form  of  serious  interest  over  the  past  several  years. 

The  Crow-Box-Portman  offer  is  the  only  one  identified  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
by  name.    All  who  made  responding  offers  were  granted  the  privilege  of  avoiding 
public  identification  if  they  were  not  accorded  exclusive  negotiating  rights 
for  the  limited  period.    All  four  parties  making  the  offers  requested  anonymity 
if  they  were  not  accorded  this  negotiating  right. 

The  Crow-Box-Portman  group  today  agreed  that  its  offer  should  be  made  public 
upon  learning  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  staff  would  recommend  to  the 
Members  the  granting  of  this  negotiating  right-. 
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This  group  offered  to  develop  all  four  parcels;  another  group  offered  to 
develop  three;  another  group  offered  to  develop  two;  and  another  group 
proposed  to  develop  one  at  this  time.    The  Agency's  selection  of  the  Crow- 
Box-Portman  group  was  "based  on  the  following  considerations  % 

1.  The  Agency's  conditions  for  negotiation  (Attachment  A) 
have  "been  met  without  question  or  reservation , 

2.  The  proposal  offers  the  opportunity  for  an  integrated 
development  in  an  area  of  great  concentration  of 
business  activity, 

3.  This  is  the  only  offer  which  embraces  all  four  parcels, 
the  Agency  having  indicated  that  it  would  give 
preference  to  such  an  offer  from  a  qualified  sponsor. 

k.    The  developer  is  prepared  to  "begin  his  development  on 
the  large  parcel  facing  the  Embarcadero  Plaza.  The 
City  and  the  Agency  are  under  obligation  to  construct 
the  Plaza  at  the  earliest  possible  date.    A  less  satis- 
factory development  might  occur  if  either  the  Embarcadero  Plaza 
or  the  parcel  abutting  that  Plaza  is  designed  and  built 
unrelated  to  the  other. 

5.  Although  other  developers  among  those  making  responding 
proposals  are  of  substantial  strength  and  quality ,  the 
Crow -Box-Portman  group  clearly  has  the  financial  capacity, 
experience  and  organization  strength  to  carry  out  a  program 
of  the  $100  million  dimension  involved  in  this  prospective 
transaction. 

The  group  has  extensive  experience  in  bringing  about  develop- 
ments of  high  quality  in  both  architecture  and  landscape 
features  through  the  services  of  Edwards  and  Portman,  Architects, 
of  Atlanta.,  and  Sasaki,  Dawson,  DeMay  Associates,  Inc.  of 
Watertown,  Massachusetts.     (Attachment  B  provides  a  statement 
of  their  qualifications.)    The  Agency  will  continue  to  exercise 
architectural  guidance  and  control. 

6.  Recognizing  the  Redevelopment  Agency's  concern  for  design  and 
embellishment  of  the  Golden  Gateway  area  for  the  enjoyment  of 
those  who  work  and  visit  there,  the  firm  has  committed  itself 
to  the  services  of  Paule  M.  Anglim,  Architectural  Art  Services, 
as  consultant  for  exterior  sculpture  and  also  proposes  to 
establish  a  public  sculpture  garden  accessible  from  the 
Embarcadero  Plaza. 
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7.    The  sponsor  offers  to  make  available  without  cost 
to  the  City  in  an  appropriate  place  on  one  of  the 
plazas  a  site  for  a  municipal  repertory  theatre, 
with  all  necessary  foundations  and  access  for  patrons, 
stage  sets  and  equipment „ 

80    The  sponsor  also  indicates  it  will  apply  its  "best 

efforts  to  develop  a  quality  entertainment  usage  of  the 
structures  facing  the  Embarcadero  Plaza. 


The  property  was  part  of  the  old  home  of  produce  industry,  now  successfully 
located  at  Islais  Creek  in  San  Francisco,    The  Golden  Gateway  parcels  will 
he  sold  at  a  figure  between  $10,000,000  and  $11,572,000  depending  on  the 
outcome  of  current  appraisals  being  made  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency. 

The  Agency  regrets  that  it  cannot  at  this  time  conduct  negotiations  with  the 
other  parties  who  made  responsive  proposals,  but  it  hopes  on  other  occasions  to 
work  with  these  organizations.

In  recent  weeks  the  interest  of  prospective  purchasers  in  the  remaining 
commercial  blocks  in  San  Francisco's  Golden  Gateway  development  has  become 
so  intense  that  the  Agency  staff  finds  it  essential  to  establish  some  simple 
ground  rules  for  bringing  the  preliminary  negotiations  for  the  properties 
to  an  equitable  and  satisfactory  conclusion.    This  is  being  done  by  making 
the  same  opportunity  for  final  negotiations  available  to  all  parties  who 
have  expressed  a  serious  interest  in  being  developers. 

There  is  accordingly  attached  hereto  a  statement  of  conditions  for  entering 
into  a  ninety-day  exclusive  negotiating  period  for  the  development  of 
Golden  Gateway  Blocks  230-23^-  to  which  we  invite  your  attention. 

On  the  basis  of  the  responses  to  the  invitation  in  the  attachment,  the  Agency 
staff  expects  to  bring  recommendations  to  the  Members  of  the  Agency  for  the 
establishment  of  an  exclusive  negotiating  period  for  the  purchase  and  develop- 
ment of  the  properties.     Because  the  number  and  quality  of  developers  who 
desire  these  properties  is  sufficient  to  promise  successful  negotiations,  it 
is  suggested  that  no  developer  should  proceed  to  make  an  offer  unless  he  is 
prepared  to  conclude  negotiations  for  the  purchase  and  development  of  the 
four  parcels,   or  the  parcel(s)  he  is  interested  in,  within  this  period.

1.  An  offering  party  must  apply  in  writing  for  the  exclusive  right 
to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  and  development  of  Golden  Gateway 
Blocks  230  through  23^-  or  any  single  or  multiple  blocks  within 
this  group  so  that  the  request  is  received  by  the  Agency  no  later 
than  March  2h,   1966.     The  Agency  agrees  that  it  will  consider  the 
offers  at  its  meeting  on  March  29,  1966  or,  if  no  meeting  is  held 
on  that  date,  the  next  meeting  following  that  date. 

The  names  of  the  principals  and  a  brief  statement  of  their 
qualifications  and  capacity  to  undertake  the  proposed  development 
must  be  disclosed  to  the  Agency.     This  information  will  not  be 

given  public  disclosure,  if  such  is  the  request  of  the  offering 
party,  except  that  there  must  be  public  disclosure  of  the  identity 
of  the  offering  party  to  whom  any  exclusive  negotiating  period  is 
granted. 

2.  The  Agency  will  give  preference  to  a  qualified  developer  who  has 
currently  been  engaged  in  serious  discussions  with  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  and  who  is  interested  in  the  maximum  number  of  blocks  being 
placed  on  the  market.     If  more  than  one  qualified  party  seeks  the 
same  blocks,  the  Agency  "will  make  the  selection  for  an  exclusive 
negotiating  period  on  the  determination  of  the  greatest  strength 
and  capacity  of  the  competing  interest.

The  foregoing  does  not  preclude  the  establishment  through  negotiation 
of  unequal  unit  values  for  portions  of  the  total  property  on  the  basis

The  Agency  must  receive  through  these  negotiations  adequate  contractual 
assurance  that  Blocks  233-23^-  will  be  improved  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
provide  a  lively  entertainment  activity  center  complementing  the 
Embarcadero  Plaza.

Developer  will  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  5  percent  of  the  total  purchase 
price  in  cash  upon  execution  of  a  sales  agreement.     This  amount  will  be 
retained  by  the  Agency  until  all  construction  is  complete  or  until  it 
becomes  returnable  by  reason  of  some  other  contractual  provisions  for 
termination  of  the  relationship  with  the  Agency.    Any  increment  earned 
on  this  deposit  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Agency. 

The  Agency  will  hold  the  property  for  developer  without  further  cost  for 
two  years  during  which  developer  will  prepare  for  commencement  of  construc- 
tion on  Blocks  233-23^  or  another  parcel  acceptable  to  the  Agency.  At 
the  end  of  these  two  years  the  developer  will  purchase  and  pay  for  the 
first  parcel  and  will  begin  to  pay  an  amount  in- lieu  of  ad  valorem  taxes 
on  the  remaining  property.     The  developer  will  thereafter  carry  the  burden 
of  in-lieu  taxes  on  all  property  unacquired  unless  the  relationship  is 
terminated.     Tax  on  property  acquired  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  taxing 
authority  in  the  usual  manner.    Amounts  in-lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  paid 
monthly  in  advance  to  the  Agency  and  are  not  returnable  in  the  event  of 
termination. 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth,   sixth  and  eighth  year  after  the  execution  of  the 
Agreement,  the  developer  is  obligated  to  acquire  and  develop  successive  blocks. 
Developer  may  without  penalty  be  six  months  overdue  on  any  or  all  of  the  four 
acquisition  dates. 

On  the  day  after  the  developer  is  six  months  overdue,  either  party  will  have 
the  option  to  withdraw  from  further  obligations  with  respect  to  the  blocks 
remaining  unconveyed  at  that  time.     In  the  event  of  exercise  of  the  option  to 
terminate  by  either  party,  the  deposit  will  be  returned.     It  shall  be  the 
obligation  of  the  developer  upon  termination  to  free  title  to  the  unconveyed 
property  from  any  and  all  claims  resulting  from  the  Agreement  or  the  relation- 
ship. 

The  Agency  may,   if  it  wishes,   consent  to  further  delay  requested  by  the 
developer  at  any  acquisition  date,  but  it  must  be  free  to  establish  any 
additional  conditions  so  as  to  avoid  public  criticism  of  the  developer, 
the  Agency,  or  both,  for  what  might  appear  to  be  an  unreasonable  advantage 
accorded  the  developer.  It  is  likely  that  the  minimum  condition  in  excess 
of  evidence  of  ability  to  go  forward  would  be  the  requirement  that  the 
Agency  cost  of  holding  the  property  beyond  the  original  date  be  paid  by 
the  developer  (prorata  of  5  percent  per  annum  of  purchase  price  of  the 
unacquired  parcel  for  the  period  of  delay) . 

When  the  entire  development  is  complete,  the  5  percent  deposit  will  be 
returned  to  the  developer.
